About 40 Edmonton families were to re¬ 
ceive an early Christmas gift today. 

A plane filled with Edmonton-based 


troops returning from duty from 
Afghanistan was set to arrive home in the 
early morning hours. 

“This is the last group of Edmonton- 
based troops returning home before 
Christmas,” said military spokesperson 
Fraser Logan. 


Members of Lord Strathcona’s Horse 
(Royal Canadians) and 1 Combat Engineer 
Regiment were due back on Canadian soil 
just after midnight. Families awaited their 
loved ones back at the Edmonton Garri¬ 
son. 

This will be the last group of Edmon¬ 


ton-based soldiers to return home in 2010. 
The next set of troops are not set to deploy 
to Afghanistan until the spring of 2011. 

Canada will end combat missions in the 
war-tom country in July of next year, but 
troops are set to stay on in a training ca¬ 
pacity until 2014.

Man shot, 
killed In 
standoff 
with police 


O ASIRT to review 

An overnight standoff 
with police in northern 
Alberta has ended with a 
37-year-old man being 
shot dead. 

RCMP Sgt. Patrick 
Webb said the Lalceshore 
Regional Police Service 
was called Friday night to 
a report of a disturbance 
at a home the Driftpile 
First Nation. 

Someone fired a shot 
when police approached, 
so the force requested 
backup from the RCMP 
emergency response 
team. 

More than a dozen 
RCMP officers, along with 
several local police, were 
outside the home when 
the man stepped outside 
at about 9:30 Saturday 
morning. 

“Eventually that indi¬ 
vidual came out with the 
firearm and was subse¬ 
quently shot by one of our 
members,” Webb said. 

No one else was in¬ 
jured. 

Webb said he didn’t 
know the type of firearm 
the man had, or whether 
the man had raised the 
gun or pointed it at offi-

cers before the Mountie 
opened fire. 

Such details, Webb 
said, will be examined by 
the Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team, an 
independent group that 
investigates serious inci¬ 
dents involving police. 

“All those details about 
exactly what happened, 
the circumstances, his ac¬ 
tions and the actions of 
our members and all that 
will be subject to the in¬ 
vestigation of the ASIRT 
team. They’re very experi¬ 
enced investigators that 
will be looking into all 
those details that are very, 
very important,” Webb 
said. 

Webb said he didn’t 
know whether anyone 
else was inside the home 
at the time.

Do polygamy 
laws violate the 
constitution? 


O Bountiful, B.C. case prompts provincial court to decide 
whether the practice is protected by religious freedom 


A court in British Columbia 
will begin hearings today as 
it tackles a question that 
has been lingering over a 
small commune in south¬ 
eastern British Columbia 
for nearly two decades: Is 
polygamy a crime, or is it a 
religious practice protected 
by the constitution? 

That question, and the 
lack of a clear answer, has 
stood in the way of the 
province’s repeated efforts 
to prosecute the leaders of 
Bountiful, B.C., an obscure 
fundamentalist Mormon 
community near the U.S. 
border where some resi¬ 
dents readily admit to mul-

While the case may not 
end with Bountiful, it cer¬ 
tainly began there. 

Police and Crown coun¬ 
sel in B.C. have been inves¬ 
tigating Bountiful since the 
early 1990s, but shied away 
from laying charges amid 
concerns the laws against 
polygamy wouldn’t survive 
a challenge under the Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms. 

Last year, prosecutors in 
B.C. charged two leaders in 
Bountiful, B.C., with one 
count each of practising 
polygamy, but the charges 
were later thrown out.

Despite gaining fame for 
escaping prison former 
Playboy Club bunny and 
Milwaukee police officer 
Laurie (Bambi) Bembenelc 
died Saturday of liver fail¬ 
ure without clearing her 
name. 

She gained notoriety in 
1990 after escaping a Wis¬ 
consin jail where she was 
serving life in prison for the 
shooting murder of her 
husband Fred Schultz’s ex- 
wife Christine in 1982. 

She fled to Canada with 
her then fiance Dominic 


Gugliatto, the brother of 
another inmate. They were 
caught in Thunder Bay, 
Ont., after about three 
months. 

In 1992 Bembenelc will¬ 
ingly returned to Milwau¬ 
kee and struck a deal with 
prosecutors after a judge 
said “significant mistakes” 
were made in the probe of 
Schultz’s death. 

She got 10 years proba¬ 
tion and moved to Wash¬ 
ington state in the late ’90s. 

Bembenelc was 52.

Canadians could be enjoy¬ 
ing historically low inter¬ 
est rates on loans for cars 
and homes for quite a long 
time, economists believe. 

Since June, the Bank of 
Canada has been attempt¬ 
ing to “normalize” interest 
rates, hiking its policy rate 
by one point. 

But recent develop¬ 
ments in the global econo¬ 
my — and to a lesser 
extent in Canada — have 
not been positive or sup¬ 
portive of monetary tight¬ 
ening regardless of what 
central bankers want. 

The slowing global re¬ 
covery and the re-emer¬ 
gence of the European 
debt crisis has caused the 
TD Bank to revise its out¬ 


look on when Bank of 
Canada governor Mark 
Carney can safely resume 
pushing the policy rate, 
now at one per cent, back 
to the three to 3.5 per cent 
range analysts believe is 
ideal for a balanced econo¬ 
my.

When you log into the 
city's website, you are 
presented with a plethora 
of information. 

Y ou can find out about 
agencies and boards, 
the city auditor and 
even our poet laure¬ 
ate, Roland Pember¬ 
ton. Though you can 
find out how to get a business li¬ 
cence and what the city is doing 
on environmental issues, there 
is precious little information 
about what our councillors are 
up to when it comes to spending 
our money. 

Each councillor has a web 
page on the city’s site that lists 
the initiatives they are involved 
in and some biographical infor¬ 
mation. A look at Don Iveson’s 
page lists the boards he serves 


on as well as the name of his 
wife and dog. Why someone 
would want to know that is any¬ 
body’s guess. 

Jane Batty’s web¬ 
site contains 
much the same 
kind of informa¬ 
tion except for 
the wife and dog 
thing. 

A quick look 
at the other 
councillors’ 
pages show they 
are all more or 
less the same. 

One thing that 
surprised me 
was that only 
the mayor has 
an electronic 
newsletter you can sign up for. 
An electronic newsletter is 
cheap like borscht to produce so 


it puzzles me why councillors 
would not want to keep in touch 
with voters that way. They have 
a budget that 
would cover 
any costs 
incurred in do¬ 
ing so. Such 
newsletters just 
might improve 
civic 

engagement. 

It is good to 
know what 
committees 
and boards 
councillors are 
involved in and 
what their 
backgrounds 
are. It might 
even be good to 
know the name of their spouse 
and dog. But what would be even 
better would be an easy way of 


determining just what exactly 
they voted for and against 
during the course of their terms 
in office. 

What I would suggest is that 
the voting record of each coun¬ 
cillor and the mayor be posted 
on the city’s site every time 
there is a vote. Unless you have 
no life, it’s unlikely you would 
want to watch an entire council 
meeting so a box score of that 
type would make keeping up 
with who’s voting for what 
much easier. 

Those voting records should 
be archived for the councillor’s 
term of office. If that inform¬ 
ation were readily available 
come election time, it would 
make it much easier to decide 
who you wanted to vote for and 
who you think did not represent 
your wishes or that of your com¬ 
munity.

With her trademark hu¬ 
mour, Sedaris roasts the 
1970s-era earnestness often 
associated with crafting, 
with chapters such as Craft¬ 
ing for Jesus, and Teenagers 
Have a Lot of Pain. But she 
also offers plenty of inven¬ 
tive ideas, and conveys 
warmth and knowledge 
about her subject.

Sedaris, a TV and movie 
actress perhaps best known 
for her Comedy Central se¬ 
ries Strangers with Candy, 
is also a baker who has sold 
homemade cupcakes and 
cheese balls out of bakeries 
and coffee shops in New 
York. (She now makes 
them upon request.) 

The idea for a crafting 
book grew out of her previ¬ 
ous book, I Like You: Hospi¬ 
tality Under the Influence, 
a humorous guide to enter¬ 
taining, published in 2006. 
It ended with a crafts sec¬ 
tion, and “I didn’t have 
much room for it,” she 
said. “So I had in the back 


of my head that maybe one 
day I’ll do a crafts book.” 

After the chapters were 
decided on, Sedaris trans¬ 
formed her apartment in 
New York’s West Village 
into a workshop for hun¬ 
dreds of projects. 

Collaborators included 
comedian Stephen Col¬ 
bert, who showed how to 
make a pin out of pieces of 
broken china found on a 
beach, and designer Todd 
Oldham, who made a tin- 
foil bracelet — one of 
Sedaris’ favourite pieces in 
the book. 

A section on “out of this 
world” crafts was inspired 
by Neil Patrick Harris, a 
magic aficionado and 
Sedaris’ co-star in an up¬ 
coming movie, The Best 
and the Brightest. It in¬ 
cludes an alien mask made 
out of a pasta box, and 
stars made with marsh¬ 
mallows and toothpicks 
covered with glitter.

The disturbing news spread 
like wildfire in forums and 
Web sites across the Inter¬ 
net: chocolate could be ex¬ 
tremely rare and pricey in 
20 years’ time, experts 
claim. 

Despite this, the World 


Cocoa Foundation (WCF), a 
leading industry group in 
promoting sustainable co¬ 
coa farming, doesn’t be¬ 
lieve that prediction has to 
become reality and is help¬ 
ing farmers, in partnership 
with businesses, govern¬ 
ments and research insti¬ 
tutes, with the tools they 
need to succeed. 


Bill Guyton is president of 
the World Cocoa Founda¬ 
tion, with nearly 25 years 
of experience in 
sustainable development. 
The WCF is a non-profit 
organization, with approx¬ 
imately 70 member compa¬ 
nies involved in the cocoa 
and chocolate industries 
around the world, 
representing over 80 per 
cent of the global market. 

Why are farmers seeing 
less incentive to replant 
the crop? 

Cocoa farming is not a 
plantation crop, but 
rather grown and 
harvested by millions of 


small scale 
farmers in 
remote ar¬ 
eas of the 
tropics. One 
of the ma¬ 
jor 

challenges 
we face is how to reach 
the large numbers of 
farmers, many who do 
not belong to any formal 
farmer group. Farmers 
respond well when they 
are given technical train¬ 
ing. Investments in train¬ 
ing and improved 
infrastructure is a win 
for all partners, 
including farmers, indus¬ 
try, host governments, 
and chocolate-loving 


The startling revelation 
about chocolate gathered 
strength just last week 
when John Mason, founder 
of the Ghana-based Nature 
Conservation Research 
Council, told British news¬ 
paper the Independent that 
shortages in production in 
Africa — which produces 
around 70 per cent of 


consumers. 

Could a scientific 
breakthrough, such as the 
cocoa genome, help both 
farmers and consumers? 

We have seen some very 
positive developments 
on cocoa research, such 
as the genome projects. 
This can play an impor¬ 
tant part to improve co¬ 
coa farm productivity. 
We at WCF look at cocoa 
farming holistically; pro¬ 
ductivity improvements 
also need to be accompa¬ 
nied by strong social and 
environmental 
initiatives.

world’s cocoa — will have 
worrying consequences. 

“In 20 years chocolate 
will be like caviar. It will be¬ 
come so rare and so expen¬ 
sive that the average Joe 
just won’t be able to afford 
it,” Mason is quoted as say¬ 
ing. 

However, Bill Guyton, 
the president of the WCF, is 
more optimistic. “While we 
understand the research da¬ 
ta indicating that cocoa 
could become a rarity in 20 
years time, the WCF does 
not believe that prediction 
has to become reality.” 

But in order to meet the 
growing demand for choco¬ 
late products, farmers must 
get better conditions, Guy¬ 
ton tells Metro. 

“Cocoa farming will 
need to become more pro¬ 
fessionalized and the social, 
economic and environmen¬ 
tal conditions for the mil¬ 
lions of small-scale farmers 
who grow the crop in West 
Africa, Latin America and 
Southeast Asia need to be 
improved.” 

On a recent trip to West 
Africa, Guyton visited a 
farmer who, having com¬ 




pleted technical training, 
was producing nearly two 
tons per hectare by using 
improved planting materi¬ 
als, proper tree spacing, fer¬ 
tilizers and pest controls. 

“This is nearly three 
times the national averages 
of most cocoa-producing 
countries. That is just one 
example of our efforts to 
improve cocoa farm pro¬ 
duction and the living stan¬ 
dards of those who grow 
the crop. To date, WCF has 
reached some 420,000 
farmers with improved cul¬ 
tivation techniques result¬ 


ing in yield and income im¬ 
provements of as much as 
20 to 40 per cent.”

M aking the

diode) holiday lights is an 
excellent tradition to es¬ 
tablish this year. 

LEDs use 90 per cent 
less energy, last 10 times 
longer, and are more 
durable because they 
don’t have filaments or 
glass bulbs like traditional 
lights. Where they don’t 
differ much is in the price. 

You might also want to 
purchase a timer to save 
even more money on your 
utility bill. 

As for recycling that old 
string of lights, you have 
a few options. 


Most regional recycling 
facilities can help. Find 
out what you can recycle 
in your area by contacting 
the BC Recycling Council 
at 1-800-667-4321. 

In 2009, for example, 
BC Hydro set up an incan¬ 
descent light-string recy¬ 
cling program in the 
Lower Mainland during 
the Bright Nights in Stan¬ 
ley Park seasonal event. 

No matter where you 
live, you can visit the web¬ 
site of your utility 
provider to see if it is host¬ 
ing a similar local event. 


Various retailers, such 
as Home Depot, have also 
hosted holiday light ex¬ 
changes in the past. Find 
out if your local hardware 
store is collecting old 
strings. 

Some stores will even 
reward your recycling and 
energy-saving efforts by 
offering discounts on LED 
options. 

Holiday LEDs is an e- 
commerce company that 
offers a program to recy¬ 
cle your lights. It’s free, 
but you will have to pay to 
ship the lights to Michi¬ 


gan. 

Consider getting to¬ 
gether with friends or 
family and put together 
one parcel. In 2009/2010 
Holiday LEDs recycled 
about 4,500 kilograms of 
old lights.

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Hoping for a slow thaw 


O Thawing of permafrost could release large amounts of methane gas 


The Russian scientist shuf¬ 
fles across the frozen lake, 
scuffing aside ankle-deep 
snow until he finds a clus¬ 
ter of bubbles trapped un¬ 
der the ice. 

Gas locked inside 
Siberia's frozen soil and un¬ 
der its lakes has been seep¬ 
ing out since the end of the 
last ice age 10,000 years 
ago. But in the past few 
decades, as the Earth has 
warmed, the icy ground 


has begun thawing more 
rapidly, accelerating the re¬ 
lease of methane — a 
greenhouse gas 23 times 
more powerful than car¬ 
bon dioxide — at a perilous 
rate. 

Some scientists believe 
the thawing of permafrost 
could become the epicen¬ 
tre of climate change. They 
say 1.5 trillion tons of car¬ 
bon, locked inside ice¬ 
bound earth since the age 
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of mammoths, is a climate 
time bomb waiting to ex¬ 
plode if released into the 
atmosphere. 

“Here, total carbon stor¬ 
age is like all the rain¬ 
forests of our planet put 
together,” says the scien¬ 
tist, Sergey Zimov — 
“here” being the endless 
sweep of snow and ice 
stretching toward Siberia's 
grey horizon, as seen from 
Zimov's research facility 
nearly 350 kilometres 
above the Arctic Circle. 

Climate change moves 
back to centre-stage on 
Nov. 29 when governments 
meet in Cancun, Mexico, to 
try again to thrash out a 
course of counteractions. 

But UN officials hold out 
no hope the two weeks of 
talks will lead to a legally 
binding accord governing 
carbon emissions, seen is 
the key to averting what is 
feared might be a dramatic 
change in climate this cen¬ 
tury. 

Most climate scientists, 


with a few dissenters, say 
human activities — the 
stuff of daily life like driv¬ 
ing cars, producing elec¬ 
tricity or raising cattle — is 
overloading the atmos¬ 
phere with carbon dioxide, 
methane and other gases 
that trap heat, causing a 
warming effect. 

But global warming is 
amplified in the polar re¬ 
gions. What feels like a 
modest temperature rise is 
enough to induce Green¬ 
land glaciers to retreat, 
Arctic sea ice to thin and 
contract in summer, and 
permafrost to thaw faster, 
both on land and under the 
seabed. 

Yet awareness of 
methane leaks from per¬ 
mafrost is so new that it 
was not even mentioned in 
the seminal 2007 report by 
the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change, 
which warned of rising sea 
levels inundating coastal 
cities, dramatic shifts in 
rainfall disrupting agricul-

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Melcor Launches a Greener Development with Community in Mind 


H ow do you marry modern design and landscaping development with a natural 
park reserve in one of Edmonton's best new housing initiative? The answer is 
Larch Park. 

Perched on the edge of the Whitemud Ravine, Larch Park is a new development underway 
led by Larix Communities, a joint venture between Arctos and Bird and Melcor Developments. 
The project is integrated into the new Larch Sanctuary, an expanse of the Whitemud Ravine 
protected by the Edmonton and Area Land Trust for it's unique animal inhabitants. 

A well-established company built on over 88 years of quality business, Melcor is taking 
the initiative to build a new kind of community. The development will feature innovative 
architecture and energy efficient housing, but one of the most interesting components of 
the development is how they layer their dirt. 

Michael Clarke, a Plant Ecologist and Environmental Biologist, was giving a talk on 
restoring urban ecosystems when he was approached by Melcor to apply the ideas he was 
pitching about yards to Larch Park. 


When the preparatory work began on site, Melcor maintained the native soil in a whole 
new way by storing each layer separately. 

"We put a lot of value into the soil. Instead of storing it in one anaerobic pile, we piled it 
across large areas to maintain the bacteria and the properties of the soil", said Clarke. 

Once neighborhood services were installed, the soil was accurately re-laid back to its 
original state. 

When the time came to choose the flora for the development, Melcor decided on an 
unconventional path. Based on recommendations by the Northern Forestry Centre the 
developers planted over 36,000 pieces of vegetation this and will plant over 40,000 next year. 

By over-planting locally found species, the development will naturally form a self- 
maintaining integrated ecosystem of wetland and grassland. It will naturally weed out 
inefficient plant life, requiring little maintenance and establish a continuous environment 
with the adjacent Sanctuary. 



"As an Ecologist, when I talk with developers, they don't really care. The thing I just 
loved about this project was how interested and supportive they were", said Clarke. "They 
told me to be as ecologically pure as possible, to take the high road."
